The intrepid crew, which then con¬ 
sisted only of Captain and Mrs. Tambs, 
left Flekkefjord, Norway, August, 1928.

North Sea during which the high seas 
and wind combined in administering a 
severe buffetting. Three weeks later 
they managed to hit the shares of France 
and from there they went to Cedoila. 
ci-.Again they were confronted with nasty 
g weather. -■ It- beeama so. .bad that Captain 
r Tambs was forced to throw out three ■•an-—- 
| chors to keep his tiny craft from dashing 
J to pieces on the rocks. He said that 
even with the help of the aichors, the 
boat kept dragging, and for a time he 
had visions of his trip being ended. 

They then proceeded to Spain, and Car- 
' liana and thence to Lisbon where the boat 
Jr;as put in for repairs. "Teddy" had 
v “a-broken the main boom and most of the 
rigging had to be gone over to make her 
seaworthy once more. From Lisbon they 
xproceeded to Madeira, and then ‘to the 
nary Islands where they mado a stop of 
months. It was there that -the Sec- 
i Mate recoived his commission.

From Aruba the cruise continues to 
Colon; from there it is undecided whether 
to proceed to tho South Sea Islands and 
Australia or up the coast to Los Angeles 
and San Francisco, and then via tho 
Pacific to the Orient.
